Chicago, May 18.—It Is highly prob 
able that the nex t twenty-four hours 
will see the end of the teamster strike 
in Chicago. 
Although none of the la­ 
bor leaders will so acknowledge, it is 
generally understood that the program 
for calling off the strike has already 
been arranged. 
A meeting is in progress today be­ 
tween the teamsters joint council and 
a committee representing the Team 
Owners’ association. 
It will be made 
plain to the teamsters that the busi­ 
ness interests of the team owners ren­ 
der it imperative that the boycotts be 
lifted. 
It will then be agreed by the 
team owners and the teamsters’ joint 
council that the demand of the team 
owners to make deliveries to boycotted 
houses with union drivers be submit­ 
ted to arbitration. This arbitration is 
to concern only the Team Owners’ as­ 
sociation and the teamsters, the mem­ 
bers of the employers’ association be­ 
ing in no manner interested in it in 
an official sense. 
Pending the deci­ 
sion of this board of arbitration, the 
strike is to be called off and such 
members of the teamsters’ union as 
are able to obtain iheir old situations 
will return to work. This will end the 
strike entirely, with the ex ception of 
the strike against Montgomery Ward 


& Co., and as it is not ex pected that 
aggressive measures will be adopted 
by either side, the trouble in this di­ 
rection will be allowed to die out 
gradually. 
President Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of I.abor is very 
active in ail efforts toward settling the 
strike. 
He conferred with members 
of the Team Owners’ association, held 
conferences with the teamsters and 
had an ex tended talk with Mayor 
Dunne. He refused to state the result 
of his work, but ex pressed .himself as 
being confident that the strike would 
be adjusted within a short time. 
The 
manner of the settlement he declined 
to discuss, but said I 
was in favor of 
almost .any plan that would bring 
about an honoraMe adjustment. 
Little if any opposition is being 
made by the strikers and their friends 
to the making of deliveries by non­ 
union drivers. In fact the streets have 
almost assumed their normal condition 
and there is little to indicate that a 
strike of such large proportions is in 
progress.

Get a Reminder That There Is Such a 
Thing as Law. 
Chicago. May 18.—The authorities 
have taken hold of the strike fever In 
the public schools with a Arm hand. 
J udge Mack of the juvenile court sen­ 
tenced one boy to be imprisoned at 
the John Worthy school, which is a 
branch of the house of correction, and 
two at the parental school, while a 
fourth was released on probation. The 
boys arraigned were Harry Kerwin. 
thirteen years old, a ring leader In the 
disturbances at the Hendricks school; 
Thomas Halloran, thirteen years of 
age. Harry Strauss, fourteen years of 
age. and John Pierce, fifteen year» 
old. 
Halloran and Strauss were sent 
to the parental school, Pierce was re­ 
leased. but is required to report at 
stated intervals to Truant Officer Brad- 
burn. 
Miss Florence Colt, principal of the 
Hendricks school, anu W. L. Rodine, 
superintendent of compulsory educa­ 
tion. prosecuted the prisoners. 
Miss 
Colt said that she had seen all four 
boys throw coal and stones at the non­ 
union teamsters. 
The boys admitted 
their guilt. 
“ I threw coal at them, all right,” 
said young Kerwin. The boy’s father, 
who was in court, interrupted, saying: 
“ Tell the judge why you threw at 
them.” 
“ Because they were scabs,” asserted 
the prisoner. 
The smile of the elder Kerwin at 
his son’s reply was cut short by Su­ 
perintendent Bodine, who marched up 
to Kerwin and demanded: 
“ Are you 
In any way responsible for this boy’s 
conduct? 
Have you put these ideas 
Into his head? 
If you have I will 
swear out a warrant for you at once,” 
Kerwin denied having suggested the 
assault upon the non-union men nr 
having instigated in any way the 
strike at the school. 
Judge Mack passed seutence at cnee 
upon young Kerwin and the lad’s three 
companions joined him in an outburst 
of crying and appealed volubly for 
mercy. 
Their parents also wept and 
pleaded with the judge for another 
chance for the prisoners. 
The Judge, 
however, remained fix ed in his deter­ 
mination. 
He replied to the parents: 
“ These 
school 
strikes 
must 
stop.
